The '.Crow’s Nest Pass Third 
Victory Loan campaign got away 
to a flying start on Sunday when 
local parades, coupled with a large 
parade and concert at Bellevue, 
brought out the citizens several 
thousand strong to hear messages 
and appeals for the loan, as well 
as to enjoy two and a half hours 
excellent entertainment. 

The local parade started at ap¬ 
proximately 12:30 p.m. when the 
R.C.A.F. band from No. 7 Flying 
School, Macleod, led the air cadets 
and Miss Canadas along Main 
Street and back. At 1 p.m. they 
embarked for Blairmore, where a 
similar program had been ar¬ 
ranged. Here Mayor Enoch Wil¬ 
liams was presented with the 
Commando dagger on behalf of 
the Rlairmore-Frank unit. At 
Bellevue members of the Coleman 
and Blairmore parades combined 
with the Bellevue-Hillrest cadet, 
and Miss 'Canadas and led by the 
air force band marched through 
Bellevue’s main streets to the 
arena. 

At the start of the show unit 
organizers H. C. McBurney, of 
Coleman, and Wm. Kerr, o(f Belle- 
vue-Hillcrest, were presented with 
their Commando daggers.

Venier Given Year 
Hard Labor in 
Lethbridge Jail 

Guilty of Manslaughter- 

Caused Death of 11-Year- 

Old Girl. 

Joe Venier, 49 years, of Bel¬ 
levue, charged before Chief 
Justice W. C. Ives, df the Su¬ 
preme Court of Alberta, with 
manslaughter, arising out of the 
death of 11-year-old Julia 
Mayerchak, of Coleman, who 
died on March 5, 1942, within 
a few hours after being struck 
by a truck driven by Venier, on 
the highway between Coleman 
and West Coleman, on March 4, 
about 8 p.m., was sentenced to 
one year at hard labor in Leth¬ 
bridge goal, despite the defence 
of his counsel, M. E. Moscovieh, 
of Lethbridge, and a plea for 
leniency. 

The evidence submitted by the 
prosecution conducted by John 
L. Fawcett, K. €., Macleod, was 
to the effect that on the night 
of March 4, Vender was driving 
his truck from Crows Nest east¬ 
ward, when he ran into a group 
of eight girls ranging from 
eight to 15 years of age who 
were returning to their homes in 
West Coleman, and who were 
crossing the highway to get to 
the sidewalk on the opposite side. 
Julia Mayerchak was struck 
down, and another girl named 
Bubniak was also injured. 

Without stopping to ascertain 
what had happened, Venier con¬ 
tinued driving to Bellevue, 'has 
home town, severed .miles further 
east. 

In summing up the chief 
justice stated that there was no 
room for reasonable doubt that 
Venier bad struck the girl. The 
evidence of Gordon Ross, bar¬ 
tender at Crows Nest Inn, show¬ 
ed that Venier had from twelve 
to fourteen glasses of beer be¬ 
tween 3.30 p.m. and 7 p.m., when 
he left for the east. The evidence 
of two child witnesses, Helen 
Siska and Pauline Korsohuska, 
who ware in the group, showed 
that as they crossed the road 
they saw tire truck approaching 
and it was swerving from side to 
side. The evidence of Pauline, who 
was an intelligent witness, indi¬ 
cated that she was in a better 
position to give details of the 
accident than if she had been at 
the exact spot where JuMa was 
struck down, as she was a short 
distance and saw the truck ap- 


sailors from the senior service, 
OS. Sutherland and OS. Nicholas, 
who presented a tableau against 
the white beflagged 'background, 
unfurling the White Ensign and 
presenting arms while the air 
force band played “Rule Britan¬ 
nia.”

Ralph Foster, the yodelling soldier 
with his guitar, was a popular 
performer, and the saxophone 
solos of LAC. Ken Verral were 
greatly enjoyed. The finished 
technique and rhythmic lilt of 
LAC Lloyd Cooper, RA.I., on the 
piano with his own arrangements 
and transcriptions of popular and 
classic numbers was a great joy 
to musical people in his audience.

proaching and crash into Julia 
and hit the fence, which guarded 
the sidewalk. 

The evidence by the Crown 
had shown there was imprudent, 
reckless and negligent driving. 
The inference gained from the 
evidence was that accused was the 
driver of the truck, that he was 
duiiving with complete disregard 
for the safety of others, and of 
such character as to be an of¬ 
fence against the State. He 
stated that Constable R. Stewart, 
R.C.M.P., had performed a valu¬ 
able piece of work in piecing 
together the pieces of broken 
lens glass found at the scene of 
the accident, and the pieces found 
in the 'broken headlight when he 
searched Venier’s truck at Bel¬ 
levue, which left no doubt of 
Venier’s truck having 'been in¬ 
volved. 

He therefore sentenced accused 
a's above stated, and on request 
of defense counsel, allowed 
Venier one week to settle up his 
business affairs before com¬ 
mencing his sentence. 

Medical evidence was submdt- 
tetd by Dr.Lesk of Bellevue who 
performed the autopsy on Julia 
Mayerchak, and Dr. H. C. Clax- 
ton, surgeon of Coleman Miners 
Hospital, who examined her on 
admittance to the hospital. The 
latter’s evidence indicated that 
death was caused by extensive 
bodily injuries and internal 
hemorrhage, at 1.15 a.m. March 
5, five hours after the accident. 

Witnesses from among the 
group of girls who gave evidence 
were 12-year-old Sabina iMayer- 
chak, whose evidence was taken 
without being sworn owing to 
her tender age; Helen Siska and 
PaulineKorshuska, each 15 years 
of age. They told of the approach 
of the truck and their attempts 
to reach the sidewalk as it came 
along the highway swerving 
from side to side, and the screem- 
ing of the girls as the truck 
crashed into them. The truck just 
paused for a second or two, then 
proceeded on Its way. 

Other witnesses who gave cor¬ 
roborative evidence were William 
Kosma, *Karl Mayerchak, father 
of the girl who was killed; Charles 
Leonard, retired employee of 
Crows Nest, to whom accused had 
delivered a load of coal during the 
afternoon preceding the accident; 
Mrs. Eleanor Bruning, nurse at 
Coleman hospital who was on re¬ 
lieving duty; Joseph Baruta, Cons¬ 
table R. Stuart, R.C.M.P., Joe 
Sprout, dairyman for Rypien’s 
Dairy; Constable S. J. Narraway, 
R.C.M.P.; Sergeant T. Mudiman, 
R.C.M.P.. These witnesses were 
summoned by the Crown. The de¬ 
fence did not call any witnesses.

Murphy Speaks 
in Favor of Loan 
And Total War 

Urges Pressure on Government 

for Second Front; Good Crowd 

in Attendance. 

“We must get in this war with 
both feet, both arms and every 
ounce of energy we possess,” stat¬ 
ed Harvey Murphy when he ad¬ 
dressed an audience in the com¬ 
munity hall on Sunday evening on 
the subject “Total War.” The meet¬ 
ing was sponsored by the Sub. Dis¬ 
trict of the U.M.W.A., Wm. White, 
president of the Coleman branch, 
acting as chairman. 

The speaker dealt in detail from 
the time Hitler was handed the 
reigns of power in Germany by 
Hindenberg to the present day. 
He told of how Hitler, with his 
Gestapo, fifth columnists, quis¬ 
lings, and his skill at playing one 
faction against another had won 
for him victory after victory with 
a minimum of effort and bloodshed. 
It was only when he had overrun 
Europe and came up against Un¬ 
ited peoples such as Great Britain 
and Russia that his war machine 
was checked. 

He outlined the war preparations 
of the Axis powers when Germany 
first went in the Rhineland, Italy 
invaded Ethiopia and Japan march¬ 
ed into Manchukio. Spain, he as¬ 
serted, was only a testing ground 
for Axis armaments. 

Coming back to the home front, 
he mildly chided those miners 
whom he had heard making indig¬ 
nant remarks about the deductions 
on their pay statement. These men, 
he stated, who had sons in the 
army should be only too pleased to 
help their sons get the munitions 
of war to crush the enemy. The 
Third Victory Loan was being 
launched the following day, and he 
urged his listeners to support it to 
the best of their financial ability. 
But, he asserted, the loan is not 
enough. Canadians would have to 
get into this war with both feet, 
both arms and every ounce of en¬ 
ergy if the war was to be brought 
to a short and victorious conclus¬ 
ion. 

Chairman White, speaking as 
chairman of Coleman’s National 
War Finance Committee, asked his 
audience to support the loan to the 
best of their ability.

London.—British householders will 
be a little duller and draughtier this 
winter due to fuel economies, but 
nobody is likely to freeze in Britain’s 
damp and chilly climate. 

"Even if fuel is rationed or if fuel 
targets are observed, there will be 
only a 20-per cent, reduction in ‘heat 
comfort' compared with pre-war 
days,” said an official of the depart¬ 
ment qf economic warfare. 

“For the rest of Europe, however, 
the prospect is bleak. The best Ger¬ 
many can hope for will not be more 
than two-thirds peacetime comfort. 
In other continental countries the 
consumption of fuel permitted will be 
from half last year’s consumption to 
none at all.” 

Although officials admit that Bri¬ 
tain’s coal position is critical, there’s 
! no immediate indication that a much- 
mooted rationing scheme, which 
; Labor nlembers of parliament con¬ 
sider necessary, will be introduced. 

Just when people were thinking 
about switching on electric heaters 
I and heaping coal on the living room 
Are the fuel ministry banned central 
heating in flats until November.

In general, Rickenbacker said that 
“the picture, from our standpoint, is 
as bright as the grim portrait of war 
can be,” although he warned against 
complacency. American planes and 
tactics have proven sound and have 
won the approval of British authori¬ 
ties. 

"We must keep our aircraft plants j 
going at full capacity and send a 
steady stream of bombers, fighters, 
air crews and ground crews, and all 
that goes with it, flowing to England, 
so that in time there will be a con¬ 
stant cloud of Allied combat craft 
over the skies of Germany,” Ricken- 
balter advised. 

The total German air force, he said, 
“does not exceed 4,700 operational 
combat planes” of every type, a very 
small percentage of these being 
bombers. 

“It would be a mistake, however, 
to draw the conclusion that German 
air power is on the decrease,” he con¬ 
tinued. 2486

The Right of Free Speech Grossly Abused 

Canada, following the example of Great Britain in 
not placing restrictions on what is termed free speech, 
whereby even the most severe critics of the govern¬ 
ment in wartime are permitted to air their views, must 
have got a jolt when Theodore Dreiser was invited 
by the Town Forum in Toronto to address a gathering, 
and was forbidden by the government to air his views. 
That there was good reason to ban him is evident in 
reading the comment of Hugh Clark, of Kincardine, 
Ont., who writes a column weekly for the High River 
Times, of which his brother,. Charles Clark is the editor: 
“There are too many organizations being form¬ 
ed just to sow mistrust among the United Na¬ 
tions and too many willing to lend themselves 
to that end. What is this Town Forum that 
brought Theodore Dreiser to Toronto of all 
places? He is of German descent and was an 
isolationist until Russia came on the scene. We 
knew him as an author and a ruffian and now 
we know him as a liar. Here is a sample of the 
stufi he got oft in an interview before his public 
address was banned by the authorities: 
“Churchill has no intention of opening a sec¬ 
ond front. He’s afraid the Communists will 
rule the world. So he does nothing except send 
thousands of Canadians to be slaughtered at 
Dieppe. He didn’t send any English. They stay 
at home and do nothing. Nothing.” 

Here’s another sample of his talk." Should Rus¬ 
sia go down to defeat I hope, the Germans in¬ 
vade England,” he said. “1 would rather see 
Germans in England than those damn, aristo¬ 
cratic, horse-trading snobs there now.” 

The man is not a friend of Russia any more 
than Britain, but is using Russia’s plight to 
make Russian sympathizers enemies of Brit¬ 
ain. He got out of Canada in good time, but 
what about that Forum that brought him here? 

The R.C.M.P. might investigate it to find if 
it is one of the many groups organized under 
unsuspicious names to hinder rather than help 
our war effort?” 

Sensationalism in Magazine Articles 

United States publications offer high prices for ar¬ 
ticles by men prominent in public life, tempting them 
to express their views on affairs of public interest. Even 
such prominent persons as Winston Churchill and 
Lloyd George have written articles for American pub¬ 
lications, though not during the present war. The latest 
to create a furore in the British House of Commons 
was an article written by Lord Strabolgi, published in 
Collier’s Magazine, entitled “What is wrong With the 
British Army?” Lord Strabolgi was a lieutenant-com¬ 
mander in the British Navy. Possibly his article may 
have had a good deal of truth, but it is very poor con¬ 
duct to publish among our Allies material which not 
only is liable to sow seeds of discord but which tends 
to give comfort to the enemy. When brave men are 
lighting to preserve freedom, such articles as those of 
the Lord Strabolgi type are deserving of the oppro¬ 
brium as expressed by Lord Lovat in the British House 
of Commons. The latter, a veteran Commando leader 
in the present war, stated: “The sentiment of this ar¬ 
ticle is the sentiment of an irresponsible politician 
making cheap political capital out of men in the forces 
who are unable, except through an unworthy mouth¬ 
piece like myself to make a suitable reply.” 

Too Many “Pinks’’ for Prosecution of War 

Dealing with ruthless foes, particularly the Japan¬ 
ese who from a Christian standpoint are regarded as 
heathens, who believe their Emperor is divine, and the 
Germans who look upon Hitler as a Superman, one 
would think that church organizations such as that 
which asks the government to lift the ban on certain 
internees would realize that this is not a time for maud¬ 
lin sentiment. Men are appointed to conduct the 
war; judges are appointed to mete out justice; police 
are appointed to see that the laws of the country are 
obeyed and to protect us from those who would play 
traitor if they could get away with it. Instead of gov¬ 
ernments and military authorities being embarassed 
with all sorts of requests and suggestions, it would be 
far better for everyone concerned if they followed the 
good .old-fashioned advice of minding their own busi¬ 
ness, and leave important military planning to those 
who know far more about these matters than stay-at- 
home critics whose opinions are based not on practical 
knowledge but on their own fanciful theories and with¬ 
out regard to the results. * , v 

It took continued effort over a number of years to 
secure a market in Ontario for Alberta coal.

Every Fit Boy 
of Minefields 
Knows Lawther 

British Miners’ Leader, Tough 
and Untiring Has Proved Bul¬ 
wark to War Effort as Well 
as Labor’s Champion

LONDON, Oct. 1 (JCP) Will 
Lawther, rotund and rubicund 
champion of miner’s rights, ranks 
among Britian’s dourest and grim- 
est fighters. 

If there’s a mining question to 
be settled or the government calls 
for more coal to stoke the factory 
furnaces this 53-year-old presi¬ 
dent of the powerful Minework- 
er’s Federation peels off his coat, 
rolls up his sleeves and pitches in. 
He revels in hard work. 

He’s not a trade union leader 
who ascended toy way of the soap¬ 
box restrum or swivel chair.. 
Every pit boy and mucker from 
Durham to Wales knows this great 
massive J boned felllow with chest 
and shoulders of ox-like propor¬ 
tions. 

And 'he’s almost as tough and 
untiring as an ox. When difficul¬ 
ties arose in the mine fields last 
spring and a crises threatened at 
a time when the government was 
striving to bolster coal stocks, 
he stripped off his jacket and went 
to work. He got results. 

Made Miners Happy 
Lawther travelled from pit-head 
to pit-head addressing the miners 
and it was mostly his efforts 
around the conference table that 
got them a raise in pay, a mini¬ 
mum wage and better working 
conditions. The government and 
owners were satisfied. The min¬ 
ers have never 'been happier. 

An enemy of Germany long be¬ 
fore the war Lawther hopes soon 
for a second front because “it’s 
better that we should die in the 
struggle than thrive and endure 
under Fascist monsters. “He be¬ 
lieves, too, that instead of eulogiz¬ 
ing the Russians it would be better 
to give them support to show 
that Britain stands wholeheartedly 
behind them. So he’s out to see 
that the miners provide the coal 
to make that possible. 

Lawther, who has travelled in 
every European country and the 
United States, had a brush with 
Nazi ruthlessness a few months 
before war started. He has never 
forgotten how they went out of 
their way to humiliate him. 

While returning from a miner’s 
conference in Poland Nazi guards 
pulled him off a train at Aachen, 
led him to a room with covered 
windows and forced him to strip. 
They investigated everything, even 
'his rubber soles and the handle 
of his shaving brush. 

The only reason Laiwther could 
suggest for the action was a 
broadcast he had made to German 
miners over a secret and mobile 
radio station. The incident was 
broached in parliament and the 
foreign secretary was asked to 
protest to the German government. 

Was M.P. and Jailed 
During the National Strike in 
1926 he served two months in 
jail. He’s as proud of that record 
as the three years he sat in parl¬ 
iament as a socialist. When he was 
defeated in 1931 he didn’t find him¬ 
self out of a job for long. He pull¬ 
ed on overalls again and went 
back to the pit where he first 
started work at the age of 12, 
breadwinner for a family of 15. 

His Durham brogue is thick, 
hard to understand. But when 
after reference to the war he 
brings down his big fist, blue from 
years at the coal-face, everybody 
what knows he thinks of Hitler. 

New Invention Gives 
Long Gas Mileage 

Keen interest has been created 
in the claim of a ICastor man, Mike 
Sokolsky, that he has invented a 
carburetor that will give 125 miles 
per gallon of gasoline. 

The inventor says the most sav¬ 
ing is on cars that travel more 
than 40 miles per hour. (Federal 
Wartime regulations bar car 
owners from exceeding 40 miles 
per hour.) Using his invention, 
the car engine will take less 
gasoline when operated between 
40 and 70 miles per hour, says 
Sokolsky. 

The inventor says that simple 
mechanism, is used for his car¬ 
buretor. No moulding or casting 
is necessary and it is a simple 
matter to start the motor. He says 
the invention gives the engine a 
better performance and more ‘pep’.

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Wartime Loves Turning 
Girls to Languages 

With Boy Friends from Among 

Many Allied Fighting Forces 

British Lassies Become Linguists 

By ALAN RANIDAL 

Canadian Press Staff Writer 

LONDON, Oct. 7 (CP)—True 
love is turning British girls into 
expert linguists. The reason is 
that their boy friends are in one 
or another of the foreign forces 
training in Britain for the day 
when a land attack on Europe is 
opened. 

Cockney waitresses from Lon¬ 
don’s West End, office girls from 
the city and factory girls from 
the Midlands are learning foreign 
languages with a speed which is 
astonishing their teachers. 

“We have been struck by the 
increase in the number of young 
women who come to us to learn 
foreign languages,” a representa¬ 
tive of one of London’s schools 
of lanuages said. “The reason, 
they tell us, is because they have 
become engaged or are “walking 
out’ with one of the thousands of 
foreign soldiers now over here. 

“Many of these girls have not 
had an expensive education and 
they probably never would have 
found the courage, or desire, to 
come to us for tuition were it 
not for love. We find that the 
girls who are in love make much 
more rapid progress than other 
pupils because they are so eager 
to be able to talk to their young 
men in their own language.” 

Motorists Contribute 
To Accidents 

In the course of his evidence 
at Monday’s inquest on the re¬ 
grettable fatality on Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 5, at the level crossing on 
Highway No. 3 east of Macleod, 
Engineer Brooks stated it was not 
the first time he had to apply 

hi® brakes at this crossing. 

Though there is a wig-wag signal 
with its warning bell to make 

known the approach of trains, fre¬ 
quently motorists would come 

along the highway at a high rate 
of speed, and his heart would be 
in his mouth, not knowing if they 
would cross the track or come to 
a stop. Sometimes they just pulled 
up as the train roared over the 
crossing, and sit and laugh at 
the engineer. 

It is impossible for a locomotive 
to be brought to a stop quickly 
enough to avoid hitting a car, and 
the uncertainty created in a loco¬ 
motive engineer’s mind as he sees 
automobiles approaching level 
crossings is a severe tax on his 
nerves. The loss of a life by 
accident is felt very keenly by an 
engineer and train crew, though 
thty are powerless to prevent it 
if precautions for safety are not 
observed by the drivel's of cars— 
Macleod Gazette. 


A Poor Investment 

(Red Deer Advocate) 

The visit of an Alberta member 
of the Canadian Senate to Ed¬ 
monton last week brings into 
sharp focus some factors in his 
relationship to the people of this 
province which he is supposed to 
represent, and to the people of 
Canada as a whole. Prior to his 
appointment, this Senator was a 
member of the provincial civil 
service, and as far as the Ad¬ 
vocate is aware, did this job well 
and he was then, and is now a 
good citizen. He was appointed 
in 1918, and is now the senior 
member of his party in the 
Senate. During the twenty-four 
years since hi® appointment, he 
has drawn $96,000 in sessional in¬ 
demnity, together with his annual 
railway fare and other perquisites 
of office. This payment was made 
from the public funds of Canada 
to him because of his service to 
the party in power at his ap¬ 
pointment. Both Liberal and Con¬ 
servative parties follow the prac¬ 
tice of rewarding the faithful, 
and this large sum has been paid 
from the public funds simply a® 
a reward for party loyalty. 

The Advocate would be the first 
to admit that there are able men 
in the Canadian Senate, but they 
are not in the majority. The large 
majority of members are in the 
Senate as a reward for services 
rendered to the Liberal or Con- 
servate parties, not to Canada 
They have no duties to preform 
other than to attend the Senate 
a, sufficient number of days to 
draw their indemnity. The coun¬ 
try pays them $4,000 a year, and 
it is submitted here that this 
amount might be invested to much 
better advantage in some other 
direction.

A .French Squad¬ 
ron Leader explained the forma¬ 
tion this way. 

“The flying arrangement was ' 
chosen as our sign to the British 
people, that iwe, the Fighting 
French, are taking our daily part 
in the liberation attack, even on 
targets in our own country. Our 
people welcome us because they 
know it is the only way to rid 
them of the Boche.” 

But once over enemy territory 
the formation changes. It is de¬ 
signed solely for British view be¬ 
cause once across the channel 
the R.A.F. has its special at¬ 
tacking formations. 


Question of Manpower 

The manpower shortage con¬ 
tinues to be one of the toughest 
problems facing the government. 
Action to curtail non-essential in¬ 
dustries is expected any day now. 
Just how this wilLbe done remains 
to be seen but it is considered 
likely whatever program is under¬ 
taken will be put in operation 
through existing powers, and not 
by means of a new order-in-council. 

Some steps in this direction al¬ 
ready have been taken. Workers 
in gold mines are being sought 
to fill the manpower needs of base 
metal mines in the Sudbury, Ont., 
district, where the shortage is 
acute. The United States has de¬ 
cided to halt operations of several 
hundred of the biggest gold mines 
in that country but it is not be¬ 
lieved that such drastic action will 
be necessary. 

Another move came in the form 
of tightened building restrictions, 
announced by the Munitions and 
Supply Department, under which a 
license is required for construction 
of any house costing more than. 
$500.

LONDON, Oct. 1 (OP) With the 
birthrate rising—the 158,200 ba¬ 
bies born in England and Wales 
in the first quarter of this year 
the highest total for 10 years—the 
Health Ministry faces a dearth of 
midwives. Low salaries are said 
to be the crux of the difficulty. 
Many of these qualified women 
who won the George Cross and 
other decorations for their fear¬ 
less attendance at childbirths dur¬ 
ing air raids get only the equiva¬ 
lent of $13.50 a week.
